My apologies for not following up since March 14th on the 
questions on the unclassified report on Soviet Civil Defense. ° 
Quite frankly, we were on the verge of publication in early 
May wnen new data was received. This information indicated tnat 
one of our principal findings, that on the capability to shelter 
population, might be off by a considerable factor. Accordinsly, 
I have felt it prudent to delay publication until we can sort 
this one out. Unfortunately, it may take some months to do this 
as it requires going back through a lot of existing data to 
search for clues which were there but net uncovered previously. 


I'm very sorry zbout this because I had hoped to be of 
assistance to the ongoing debate on this important question, 
Iwill, of course, be happy at any time to offer you a classified 


riefing on the exact status of the Soviet Civil Defonse program 
as we currently see it.
